mine, several miles from the scene 
ol 
the explosion. 
The latte r two 
w ere k illed by black damp. 
Five men were k nown to have es­ 
caped injury when the blast rock ed 
the Kinloek mine and five more were 
able to get to the surface when the 
gi.s swept into 
the 
Boyd

through a connecting mine.

nine other reported explosion vic­ 
tims. 
Hours afte r the explosion occurred 
at 9:3 0 o’clock last night the first 
rrew of rescuers entered the mine. 
They reported seeing the disfigured 
bodies of two miners about a mile 
and a half from the mine entrance. 
Officials of the company said six­ 
teen men were in the work ings at 
the time of the explosion. Five came 
out safely, leaving eleven unac cou nt­ 
ed for, officials said. 
For several hours afte r the explo­ 
sion smok e rolled from the mine en­ 
trance. m ak ing it impossible for the 
rescuers to enter. 
Officials of the Valley Camp Coal 
Company were unable to say w he th­ 


er any of the eleven men reported 
still in the work ings 
would 
have 
been able to reach places of refuge 
in the hopes of being rescued. 
The 
exact location of the men could not 
be ascertained. 
Time a fte r t im e 
rescuers 
were 
driven from the slope e ntrance by 
smok e and gas as they tried to enter 
the work ings.

W ashington, Feb. 21.- d.Pi— Present 
unemployment conditions are com par­ 
able to those in 192« ) when there was 
general depression in the country, 
E dgar Wallace, legislative representa- 
tife of the American Federation of 
Labor, told the house agriculture com ­ 
mittee today. 
Forty per cent of the potential la 
bor power of the country Is idle now 
he said, explaining that under normal 
conditions about 20 per cent is unem ­ 
ployed. 
W allace subi tDat in i>**troll 
last year he found one man idle to on« 
man at work and that conditions 
ge n ­ 
erally are "far w orse" this year than 
in 1927. 
He added that about 200.000 miners 
are unemployed, a-od that unem ploy­ 
ment extends also to the textile, build­ 
ing and m etal trades as w« *ll as to new 
industries such as radio and automo 
bile m anufacturing. 
"You observe there is not much of 
a full dinner pail around the country 
under this adm inistration?" Rep. Kin 
cheloe (I)em., K y.) ask e« l him. 
When Wallace replied "Yes." Rep 
Ketcham (Rep. Mich.) said Klncheloe 
was "‘playing politics" by his ques 
tion. 
W allace eudorsed the equalization 
f« *e of the McNary-Haugen hill, saying 
that labor favors adequate 
relief for 
the fanner. 
The com m ittee voted to « lose its 
hearings on farm relief as 
soon 
as 
four other witnesses have concluded 
and the com mittee has heard a few 
members of congress who have intro 
duced farm relief bills.

Crowe, bitter in bis denunciations. 
imni**diat« *ly offered a $10,900 reward 
and immunity to any person who will 
reveal the Identity of th« * botnh» *r*.

W hjBM a member of the Minnesota Crime Commission, momic 
time back, hinted that failure of the schools to impart proper mo­ 
ral training to children had something to do with the prevalence 
of crime, he drew a number o f retorts from school teachers them- 
eelves, some of which were published in The Journal. 
We believed, and said a t the time, that the teachers were 
dead right in objecting to being made scapegoats for 'negligent 
and over-indulgent parents. 
This passing along to the schools 
m ore and more of the responsibility for juvenile upbrin g in g th at 
form erly rested upon the home, is u n fair to the teacher, and u n fair 
to the child. 
When a boy is allowed to have pretty near an y th in g he w ants 
without any expenditure of effort on his part, he later goes forth 
most, inadequately equipped to tight his own battles in a world 
w here any honest m an m ust hustle for w hatever he gets. 
And 
when a boy is allowed to do pretty much as he pleases without fear 
of punishm ent, he is ju st as poorly equipped to keep out of trouble 
in a world w here the individual's freedom of action must neces­ 
sarily be circum scribed by law’s devised to protect the property 
and safety of his fellow men. 
T h at l>oy has not learned that it is impossible to get some­ 
thing for nothing. 
T h a t boy has not learned th at punishm ent 
usually follows wrong-doing. 
Is it any wonder, then, that of forty- 
fo u r hundred prisoners in New York C ity's penal in stitutions on 
a given recent day, nearly eight hundred were hoys between the 
ages of sixteen and tw enty-one? 
Well m eaning theorists used to insist that poverty, disease, 
sweatshops, and the like, were the principal breeders of crime. 
Today there is less poverty th an ever before, less exploitation of 
child labor, few er hungry children, less disease am ong children. 
But today the percentage of m inors am ong crim inals is higher 
than it ever was before; not only in New York, but here in M in­ 
neapolis, and ju st about everyw here else. 
T here is good reason to suspect that the situation is traceable 
to the fact th at there is laxer discipline in the home th an ever be­ 
fore. Life, in its m aterial aspects, is so easy, contrasted with w h at 
it used to be, th at th e stern p arent has gone out of style. 
O r at 
jeast so it seems. 
P erh ap s the recently rising tide of juvenile 
crime has been needed to revalidate the two ancient adages con­ 
cerning the spared rod and the bent twig.

It worked in Remus’ case, thanks to a jury of sentimental 
morons, who were wrought up to a high pitch of admiration and 
pity for the killer. 
Thanks to a hard-hearted judge, Remus was 
promptly taken at his word and clapped into an insane asylum, 
but sorqebody may let him out almost any day. 
Every few years some new legal device is invented to keep 
criminals from paying the penalty of their crimes. 
We have had 
“brainstorms” and “unwritten laws.” etc., to the point of nausea. 
And now we are doubtless in for a wave of “not guilty by reason 
of insanity.” 
We shall have scores of men and women slaying for anger or 
jealousy or envy or revenge or profit, and then piously lifting up 
their hands and declaring that they were irresponsible and guilt­ 
less because they were in a state of "temporary maniacal insan­ 
ity.” 
But they are all right now! 
Or they will be, just as soon 
as they hear the magic words, “ not guilty”, from a jury fooled by 
lawyers or alienists or its own misplaced sympathy. 
That is, w e’re in for this sort of thing if the damper isn't 
promptly put on the young California criminal and others of his 
ilk, “crazy like a fox” while it serves their purpose.

In a letter sent the Brainerd Dispatch, Captain and Mrsv Wil­ 
liam H. Fawcett describe* some of the customs of tin* Brahmans, 
witnessed on their world lour which has carried them to India. 
While discussing his meaj, no food is ever permitted to touch 
the Brahman’s mouth. 
Religious Brahmans, highest-caste Hin­ 
dus, practice total abstinence not only from alcoholic drinks but 
also from meat. 
Some Hindus are said to have such keen sense of 
smell that they can tell if a person as far as twenty feet away lias 
eaten meat w ithin 1H hours. 
The Brahman eats in silence, washing his bauds before and 
after each meal. 
IIis food is served upon a banana leaf or other 
leaves sewed together, because metal or porcelain plates are con­ 
sidered unclean, 
lie feeds himself with his right hand only, toss­ 
ing the food into his mouth and pouring water so that his fingers 
or the vessel are never touching his mouth. 
If a morsel, even a single grain of rice, happens t o drop lmek 
to the leal-plate, the Brahman’s meal is at an end. 
“Who wants to be a Brahman?" asks Captain Billy.

W hen a member of Hie Minnesota Crime Commission, some 
time back, hinted that failure of the schools to impart proper mo­ 
ral training to children had something to do with the prevalence 
of crime, he drew a number o-f retorts from school teachers them 
reives, some of which were published in The Journal. 
We believed, and said at the time, that the teachers were 
dead right in objecting to being made scapegoats for Negligent 
and over-indulgent parents. 
This passing along to the schools 
more and more of the responsibility for juvenile upbringing that 
formerly rested upon the home, is unfair to the teacher, and unfair 
to the child. 
When a boy is allowed to have pretty near anything he wants 
without any expenditure of effort on his part, he later goes forth 
most inadequately equipped to fight his own battles in a world 
where any honest man must hustle for whatever he gets. 
And 
when a boy is allowed to do pretty much as he pleases without fear 
of punishment, he is just as poorly equipped to keep out of trouble 
in a world where the individual's freedom of action must neces­ 
sarily be circumscribed by laws devised to protect the property 
and safety of his fellow men. 
That boy has not learned that it is impossible to get some­ 
thing for nothing. 
That boy has not learned that punishment 
usually follows wrong-doing. 
Is it any wonder, then, that of forty- 
four hundred prisoners in New York City’s penal institutions on 
a given recent day, nearly eight hundred were boys between the 
ages of sixteen and twenty-one? 
Well meaning theorists list'd to insist that poverty, disease, 
sweatshops, and the like, were the principal breeders of crime. 
Today there is less poverty than ever before, less exploitation of 
child labor, fewer hungry children, less disease among children. 
But today the percentage of minors among criminals is higher 
than it ever was before; not only in New York, but here in Min­ 
neapolis, and just about everywhere else. 
There is good reason to suspect that the situation is traceable 
to the fact that there is laxer discipline in the home than ever be­ 
fore. Life, in its material aspects, is so easy, contrasted with what 
it used to be, that the stern parent has gone out of style. 
Or at 
least so it seems. 
Perhaps the recently rising tide of juvenile 
crime has been needed to revalidate the two ancient adages con­ 
cerning the spared rod and the bent twig.-—M inned ital is Journal.

Thanks to a hard-hearted judge, Remus was 
promptly taken at his word and clapped into an insane asylum, 
but somebody may let him out almost any day. 
Every few years some new legal device is invented lo keep 
criminals from paying the penalty of their crimes. 
We have had 
“brainstorms” and “unwritten laws,” etc., to the point of nausea. 
And now we are doubtless in for a wave of “not guilty by reason 
of insanity.” 
We shall have scores of men and women slaying for anger or 
jealousy or envy or revenge or profit, and then piously lifting up 
their hands and declaring that they were irresponsible and guilt­ 
less because they were in a state of “temporary maniacal insan­ 
ity.” 
But they are all right now! 
Or they will be, just as soon 
as they hear the magic words, “not guilty”, from a jury fooled by 
lawyers or alienists or its own misplaced sympathy. 
That is, w e’re in for this sort of thing if the damper isn’t 
promptly put on the young California criminal and others of his 
ilk, “crazy like a fox” while it serves their purpose. A few demon­ 
strations that Justice herself is not temporarily insane, and that 
kind of foolishness will stop.

dus, practice total abstinence not only from alcoholic drinks but 
also from meat. 
Some Hindus are said to have such keen sense of 
smell that they can tell if a person as far as twenty feet away has 
eaten meat within 18 hours. 
The' Brahman eats in silence* washing his hands before and 
after each meal. 
His food is served upon a banana leaf or other 
leaves sewed together, because metal or porcelain plates are con­ 
sidered unclean. 
He feeds himself with his right hand only, toss­ 
ing the food into his mouth and pouring water so that his fingers 
or the vessel are never touching his mouth. 
lf a morsel, even a single grain of rice, happens to drop back 
to the lcaf-plate, the Brahman’s meal is at an end.

plorers. They risked their lives, their 
fortune« , their whole careers, not for 
themselves, b ut for the greater wealth 
and glory of the kings they served. 
Their final reward in nearly every 
ease was poverty, disgrace or execu­ 
tion. 
Never b efore or since was the 
maxim '*Pnt not your trust In princes” 
go terrib ly verified as In the Instances 
of these Fifteenth and Sixteenth cen­ 
tury heroes. 
They are Immortal in 
fame, b ut their earthly recompense 
was shame and death. 
Roughly 
speaking, 
America 
was 
divided up among Europe’s nations as 
follows: Spain held the Far South; 
Bogland, the Virginian and adjacent 
colonies; the Dutch ruled New York; 
Bngtand, the New England colonies; 
and the French, Canada. 
But the 
Bngliah colonists were hardier and 
hacked hy greater home power than 
were any of the other settlers, ex­ 
cept perhaps the French. So b y 1655 
England held all the Atlantic coast 
b erth of Florida and south of Canada. 
W ar sprang up b etween the French 
g o d English colonists, the Indians sid­ 
ing with the French. After a long and 
b loody struggle the English finally 
won. 
Eng la nd, however, neglected and 
o ppressed her American colonies, fall­ 
ing to send them succor, levying heavy 
and unjust taxes; allowing them no 
representa tio n in 
parliament 
and 
sending Incompetent men to govern 
them. 
Fo r centuries dissatisfaction 
Increa sed throughout 
the 
thirteen 
co lo nies, mid In 1775 they formally 
ha nded together against the mother 
country, and In the following year 
drew up Hie Declaration of Independ­ 
ence, casting off forever the yoke of 
monarchy. 
The eight-year war fol­ 
lowed, wherein the weak little col­ 
o nies, under 
George 
Washington’s 
g lo rio us leadership, fought with vary­ 
ing success for their rights, at last 
winning co mplete victory and free­ 
dom. 
The now Union, still under Wash­ 
ington's guidance, b egan its career 
a s n repub lic. Despite a second war 
with England, in 1812, and the need­ 
less, tragic Civil war b etween North 
and South, la 1861-19 65, the country 
has g ro wn and prospered as none 
•tho r la all history; taking its place 
among the greatest nations on earth 
and winning the respect of those who 
tn earlier days predicted speedy col­ 
lapse for* the mighty young repub lic, 
and sotting • high example of gov- 
erb ttOb t. freedom and patriotism to 
the world i t largo.

his name to a point north of Albany. 
Enter, while exploring Hudson’s bay 
Im search of the North pole, he was 
cast adrift In' a small boat by his 
own men and left to die. C artier and 
other adventurers meantime had "put 
Cfenada on the map” as French terri­ 
tory. 
So much for discoverers and ex­ 
plorers. They risked their lives, their 
fortunes, their whole careers, not for 
themselves, but for the greater wealth 
and glory of the kings they served. 
Their final reward in nearly every 
CBM WBS peverty, disgrace or execu­ 
tion. 
Never before or since was the 
maxim "Put not your trust In princes” 
so terribly verified as In the Instances 
of these Fifteenth and Sixteenth cen­ 
tury heroes. 
They are immortal in 
fame, but their earthly recompense 
was shame and death. 
Roughly 
speaking, 
America 
was 
divided up among Europe’s nations as 
follow s: 
Spain held the Far South; 
Bogland, the Virginian and adjacent 
colonies; the Dutch ruled New York; 
England, the New England colonies; 
and the French, Canada. 
But the 
Bngli8 h colonists were hardier and 
backed by greater home power than 
were any of the other settlers, ex­ 
cept perhaps the French. So by 1655 
England beld all the Atlantic coast 
north of Florida and south of Canada. 
W ar sprang up between the French 
and English colonists, the Indians sid­ 
ing with the French. After a long and 
bloody struggle the English finally 
won. 
England, 
however, 
neglected and 
appressed her American colonies, fall- 
lag to send them succor, levying heavy 
and unjust taxes; allowing them no 
representation 
in 
parliament 
and 
•ending Incompetent men to govern 
them. 
For centuries dissatisfaction 
Increased 
throughout 
the 
thirteen 
colonies, and In 1775 they formally 
handed together against the mother 
country, and In the following year 
drew up the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence, casting off forever the yoke of 
monarchy. 
Tho eight-year war fol­ 
lowed, wherein the weak little col­ 
onies, 
under 
George 
W ashington’s 
glorious leadership, fought with vary- 
lag success for their rights, at last 
winning complete victory and free­ 
dom. 
The now Union, still under Wash­ 
ington's guidance, began its career 
as a republic. Despite a second war 
with Englsad, In 1812, and the need­ 
less, tragic Civil war between North 
sud South, In 1861-1965, the country 
has grown and prospered as none 
other In all history; taking its place 
among the greatest nations on earth 
and winning the respect of those who 
In earlier days predicted speedy col­ 
lapse for* the mighty young republic. 
and setting a high example of gov- 
srsm est, freedom and patriotism to 
the world At large.
